MEANS NEW ERA FOR ENTIRE NATION 


While there is lacking absolute confirmation 
lor the report that the Muscle Shoals power will 
Bj>e developed and used, and that Henry Ford is 
the man who will torn the trick, the writers in 
this state who have expressed themselves think 
there is no longer any doubt; and that the dream 
a century or more is to be made a reality. 
Should such prove to be the case, the recent an­ 
nouncement of Mr. Ford’s plans is the most mo­ 
mentous pews that has come to 
this country, 
especially to the Southland since the German ad­ 
vance into Belgium was announced August, 1914. 
: there is a vast deal of difference in the sig­ 
nificance of the two news items—what Mr. Ford 
■‘purposes t to do is constructive—what the war- 
f fends of Central Europe purposed to do was de­ 
structive. The plans of the latter were born in 
evil apd brought forth in the iniquity; the plans 
of Mr. Fori are those of an altruistic upright gc*n- 
tfeuteu. arid ware conceived out of a deep sense of 
personal responsibility to the human race and be­ 
cause of a tree patriotism for his own country. 
It is «aid «n excellent authority, that it is the 
p i m and earnest wish of Ford, to extend his in­ 
dustrial empire, until the inventions and the en­ 
terprises he sets to work, shall revolutionize and 
transform the living conditions of all mankind. 
In so far as he purposes to make large quantites 
of fertiliser which in turn will make thousands of 
of grass grow and thousands upon thou- 
of hills of corn to grow, where nothing is 


the fundamental needs of all the people of 
this nation. He purposes to do this by the op­ 
eration of the great nitrate plants, as at present 
almost completed by the action of the federal gov- 
ernment as a war time measure and thereby Hell­ 
ing fertilizer to the fanners at a low cost. A sec­ 
ond purpose of Mr. Ford, is to release for prac- 
use, the millions of horse power, now locked 
useless in the rapids of the Tennessee 
at Muscle Shoals. As a third purpose the 
great manufacturer doubtless expects to 
build 
many automobiles and farm tractors bv the use 
Of machinery he will set up near the Muscle Shoals 
and to be driven by the river waters at that point. 
One of the first things to be done, in carrying out 
th eaelflili hr the completion of the Wilson Dam, 
the largest piece of engineering of its kind in the 
entire world. When work is resumed on that en­ 
terprise, it will be the signal for an industrial 
WMdMlBiilg *B along the Tennessee river and at 
many Other points in the South, the like of which 
iMADfcver been even dreamed of. The progress of 
the negotiations now said to be under way for 
utilizing the power at Muscle Shoals, and the work­ 
ing out of whatever plans are determined upon 
will be watchad with keenest interest.
